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over was released on February 1 and was 
accompanied by an open house at the 
Palmer Events Center offering up-close 
access to the code. 

Your Executive Team, Zoning Com- 
mittee, and Special Land Development 
Code Ad Hoc Committee have been 
reviewing the portions of the new code 
that affect Allandale neighborhoods 
including the surrounding major trans- 
portation corridors where most of the 
development growth will occur. 

The City CodeNext Team will hold 
five public meetings to discuss the revi- 
sions to the text portions of the code. The 
dates for these meetings are February 11, 
February 18, February 25, March 4 and 
March 25, although the locations have 
not been determined yet. In April of this 
year, the city will release maps that show 


ed revisions to the draft maps. The Allan- 
dale Neighborhood Executive Team will 
schedule special meetings as needed to 
provide information on the code changes 
to its members as well as to receive input 
on our neighborhood association’s recom- 
mended changes to the draft code and 
maps. We will also collaborate with near- 
by neighborhood associations and the 
Austin Neighborhood Council. Below is 
the link to CodeNext website which 
includes several informative documents 
and presentations. 

The Community Character Manual 
and Community in a Box are resources 
that describe the existing character of Aus- 
tin Neighborhoods including Allandale. 
There is also an Outreach Plan that details 
the City’s public engagement process.

Allandale Eating- You Can Totally Chicken Out at Flyrite

Ф the chicken sandwich, 
which, in its most ideal form, con- 
sists of a thickly battered-then-fried 
chicken breast brilliantly placed between 
two pieces of bread. Atlanta’s Chick-fil-A 


claims to have invented the chicken sand- 


wich and rules the roost in the chicken 
sammich fast food category with $6 bil- 
lion in annual sales from nearly 1,900 
stores. 

Austin’s Kevin Warden, who's opened 
more than 80 Which Which sandwich 
shops across Texas, noticed the lack of 
competition in the chicken sandwich 
market and decided to strut into the 
farmyard with Flyrite, his fast-casual 
answer to Chick-fil-A. Comfortably nest- 
ed between the Poodle Dog and Barley 
Swine and sporting an enormous origami 
chicken wing facade, his second Flyrite 
recently hatched in the neighborhood at 
6539 Burnet Road. 

Flyrite is, by my eyes and taste buds, a 
cup of Chick-fil-A, a tablespoon of Chi-

potle (sans the norovirus), and three 
delightful squirts of Googie from Р.Тег- 
ry’s, resulting in сһеРа up sandwiches 
served inside George Jetson’s chicken 
coop. Unlike most fast food joints, Flyrite 
uses all-natural chicken and fresh ingredi- 
ents. The sandwiches come in a variety of 
styles with the standard fried chicken

breast, a grilled option, and fancy chef- 
designed spectacles. 

My first pip into Flyrite was the Stan- 
dard, a basic crispy chicken sandwich, 
which I ordered and picked up through 
the drive through. Unfortunately, due to 
crosstalk on the squawk box, my sam- 
mich didn’t come adorned with the let-

tuce and tomato I ordered. And being a 
spring chicken, I was confused by the 
term “pickle chips”, assuming that meant 
tater chips cut like pickles instead of the 
sliced pickles I got. Maybe I was brooding 
due to the lack of vegetables in my order, 
but I found the plucked sammich merely 
OK, giving it a meh-minus. 

Where Flyrite catches wing is with their 
Craft sandwiches where the chefs lit up 
the barnyard with toppings and specialty 
sauces. The Crafts include the Spring 
Chicken (grilled, lettuce, carrots, cucum- 
ber, and cucumber yogurt sauce), the 
Cowboy (spicy crispy, bacon, cheddar, 
fresh jalapenos, and hoss sauce), and the 
Club 512 (crispy, bacon, lettuce, tomato, 
pepper jack, and avocado salsa). Available 
as a sandwich topper and for fry dipping, 
the avocado salsa rules the roost with rich 
flavor and a solid back spur of spicy. And 
be forewarned: those fresh jalapenos will 
blissfully raise your hackles. 

If you want to avoid the wattles (and eat 
healthier) or are simply not into yard fowl, 
there are rice paper wraps with and without 
bird as well as salads and kale slaw (essen- 
tially coleslaw with whisps of kale). Flyrite 
also offers gluten-free and vegan options. 
For the wee biddy biters there are chicken 
tenders and juice pouches. For the over-21s 
there is beer and wine, including several 
locals on tap. You can even snag a six-pack 
or a growler for the road. Flyrite also offers 
competent breakfast tacos starting at 7:00 
a.m., including the Chicken and Waffle 
taco, a chicken tender wrapped with a waf- 
fle “tortilla.” 

Warden designed Flyrite to cater to the 
drive-through customer, but he also pro- 
vides a clean and modern dine-in experi- 
ence. Parking, unfortunately, is limited, so 
be prepared to park down the street and 
strut back to the coop during peak hours. 

Flyrite requires more scratch that 
Chick-fil-A (the Standard starts at $4.99 
and the Cowboy ropes in at $7.49), but 
you are buying higher quality ingredients 
from a local vendor. Based on the gaggles 
of people flocking to their shop, our fledg- 
ling Flyrite has quickly taken wing. And 
although Flyrite has a ways to go to reach 
the top of the chicken sandwich pecking 
order, count me in as one of the roosters 
crossing the road to egg them on!

BUG OFF! Common Structural Termites

here are three main types of termites 

that can cause problems for home- 
owners in Texas: native subterranean ter- 
mites, formosan subterranean termites 
апа drywood termites. 

Native subterranean termites have nests 
in the soil and must maintain contact 
with soil or an above-ground moisture 
source to survive. If native subterranean 
termites move to areas above ground they 


make shelter (mud) tubes of fecal materi- 
al, saliva and soil to protect themselves. 


Native subterranean termite workers 
and soldiers. 

Formosan termites are a more voracious 
type of subterranean termite. These termites 
have been spread throughout Texas through 
transport of infested material or soil. For-

can be found living and feeding on trees), 
consuming both spring and summer 
growth wood whereas native subterranean 
termites feed only on spring growth. For- 
mosan termites have also been known to 
chew through non-cellulose materials 
such as soft metals, plaster or plastic. 
Drywood termites do not need contact 
with soil and reside in sound, dry wood. 
These termites obtain moisture from the

wood they digest. Drywood termites cre- 
ate a dry fecal pellet that can be used as 
an identifying characteristic. They have 
smaller colonies- around 1,000 termites- 
than subterranean termites; they also do 
not build shelter tubes.

STILL A PROBLEM! 


Д“ you guilty of leaving your dog’s 
waste on your neighbor's lawn 
because you thought you were providing 
free fertilizer? Perhaps you don’t scoop the 
poop because you think it’s downright 
disgusting! Imagine if all dog owners in 
Austin didn’t scoop the poop. Our dogs 
create an average of a half-pound of 
excrement per day. With 120,000 dogs in 
Austin, that adds up to 60,000 pounds of 
dog waste —equivalent to nearly five

dump truck loads— produced throughout 
the city every day! 

Pet waste is a subject everyone likes to 
avoid, but it is more than smelly and 
unsightly, it is a health risk to pets and 
people, especially children. When it rains, 
pet waste left on trails, sidewalks and 
grassy areas can wash into the nearest 
waterway. Even if you can't see signs of 
water near you, the feces wash into storm 
drains and then travel to your neighbor- 
hood creek or lake untreated. Like human 
waste, animal waste may contain harmful 
bacteria and viruses, rendering the water 
unfit for recreation, or other uses. It takes 
only one teaspoon of dog feces in a water 
body the size of an Olympic pool to 
make the water unsafe for swimming. Pet 
waste also contains nutrients that will 
accelerate the growth of nuisance algae in 
creeks and lakes. So please, scoop the 
poop- it’s the healthy and neighborly 
thing to do!

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Make Northwest Pool Even Cooler

e love Northwest 

Pool in Allandale 
... until about July, when 
the water temperature can 
climb to almost 100 
degrees. 

That’s too hot! Nobody 
likes water that hot, not 
lap swimmers, recreation- 
al swimmers, or anyone 
just trying to beat the 
heat on a summer day. 

Fortunately, there’s a 
simple solution: an aera- 
tor, which is a pump that 
has water spray nozzles 
attached to it. Warm 
water is sucked up from the pool, driven 
through the pump, and sprayed into the 
air, which cools the water down— same 
principle as kids playing in the lawn 
sprinkler. 

The picture shown is of an aerator (not 
in use) that we had at Northwest Pool a 
few years back. 

The master’s swim team that owned 
the aerator took it with them when they 
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moved to a different pool. 

We want to buy two larger aerators, 
which should cool the pool down at least 
10 degrees in the summer. 

Endorsed but not funded by the Allan- 
dale Neighborhood Association, we need 
you to help us to raise $3,800 to purchase 
the two aerators. Post-purchase, we'll 
donate the aerators to the City Aquatics 
Department for them to install, operate, 
and maintain.

Allandale Outside: Mid-Winter Gardening

Н ere we are at that point where most 
plants are dormant and we hope 
temperatures stay low enough to keep 
them dormant until we're past hard frost. 
But peeking up here and there — pesky 
winter weeds. What to do? Deeply tap- 
rooted plants like true dandelions are 
actually beneficial as they bring up miner- 
als from deep in the soil. When they die, 
their mineral-laden tissues leave mineral 
content on top of the soil. So if you can 
stand just picking off the flowers to pre- 
vent seeds, dandelions can benefit your 
soil. Caution, not all yellow daisy looking 
blooms are dandelions. True dandelions 
grow a rosette of deep green, very tooth- 
edged leaves with a single flower atop 
each stem, about 12” tall. There are false 
dandelions that are lighter green with 
multiple flowers and small leaves on the 
stem. Overall, these more resemble a this- 
tle plant, not the classic dandelion, and 
provide no benefit. Then there’s rye grass 
and my personal nemesis Quack Grass 
which has narrow green leaves and wiry 
eight to twelve inch stems with a seed 


cluster on top. Both have short fibrous 
roots, not too difficult to pull if soil is 
damp. These two are most problematic as 
they have adapted to producing seeds that 
are so hard to spot and get rid of and, of 
course that’s where next year’s weeds 
come from. Late in the spring, previously 
tall growing rye (up to eight inches), will 
start blooming on barely one-inch-tall 
stems— hard to see. Quack grass cleverly 
lays its stems down against the ground 
thus hard to find and pull and absolutely 
under the lawnmower blade so you can’t 
mow and catch with a grass catcher. So 
frustrating. Unfortunately, pre-emergent 
treatment for the latter two must be done 
in late September to early October, with 
corn-gluten meal. 

Caution: If you wish to use this pre- 
emergent treatment, whether in early fall 
or late winter, don’t use it anywhere you 
plan to plant seeds as it will not distin- 
guish between weeds and desirable items 
like vegetables and flowers. 

To prevent things that will germinate 
now (summer grassy weeds) you should 
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immediately apply corn-gluten meal, as 
we're almost past the time it is effective. 
Oh and beware of chemical-based weed- 
n-feed products. They are widely adver- 
tised but totally inappropriate for our cli- 
mate as weed suppression needs to be fin- 
ishing up now and fertilization can wait 
till April so the timing just doesn’t work 
here. Further, weed-n-feed products are 
“salt-based.” which kills off the beneficial 
microbes in the soil that benefit all plants 
by maintaining the health of the soil. 

It is late, but still possible to put out 
onion sets and potatoes (garlic cloves 
went in in October / November). It will 
soon be time to set out tomatoes, peppers 
and eggplant. These three members of the 
solanacia family are semi-tropicals so can- 
not stand temperatures below 45 degrees, 
not just freezes. Cover well. Allowing 
some air space between plant and cover 
helps, and never let plastic touch the 
leaves.
